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This is a decision on the petition, filed on 22 December, 2004, 
to withdraw the holding of abandonment in the above-identified 
application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to timely respond 
to the final Office action mailed on 28 November, 2003. An 
amendment after final rejection was filed on 16 January, 2004. 
The amendment failed to place the application in condition for 
allowance, however, and an Advisory Action was mailed on 4 March, 
2004. Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 11 October, 2006. 

Petitioner asserts that a timely and proper response to the final 
Office action, in the form of a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) , preliminary amendment as the submission under 37 CFR 
1.114, and the required extension of time, were filed on 29 
March, 2004, by facsimile. 

A review of the Official file reveals that an RCE Request 
including authorization to charge the RCE fee and extension of 
time fee and an amendment as the submission filed under 37 CFR 
1.114 were received on 29 March, 2004. 1 



1 As 28 March, 2004, fell on a Sunday, the response filed on 29 March, 2004,. 
is timely filed with a one (1) month extension of time. 
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The showing of record is that a proper and timely reply to the 
Office action mailed on 28 November, 2003, was in fact filed. 
Therefore, there is no abandonment in fact. 

The holding of abandonment is withdrawn , and the Notice of 
Abandonment is vacated . 

The RCE fee and one (1) month extension of time fee will be 
charged to counsel's deposit account as authorized in the RCE 
request transmittal
